Elder John Schofield spoke briefly 
explaining the nature and object of 
the ordinance of the Lord’s Supper. 

Elder Margetts made some appro- 

riate preliminary remarks and called 
or reports from the presidents of 
branches present. 

Elder Wright reported the Roch- 
dale Branch in good standing. The 
Saints were united, sought to spread 
the truth by distributing tracts, etc., 
and were otherwise attentive to their 
duties. Eight persons had recentl 
been baptized into the Church, wit 
good 2 for a further increase. 

Elder Ranaker represented the 


Oldham Branch. The members were 


endeavoring to live their religion. 
He bore his testimony that he was 
engaged in the word of God. 

lder Schofield said he took plea- 
sure in stating that there was a mark- 
ed improvement in the condition of 
Ashton Branch. Some had been bap- 
tized, and there were many who were 
anxious and willing to listen to the 
message of the Gospel. He and his 
brethren had been well received, as a 
Tule, when offering tracts to the peo- 
ple. The Saints composing the branch 
were much scattered.

his labors, and spoke of the judgments

Elder Margetts spoke of his becom- 
ing identified with the Church nearly 
forty years ago, and, in an interesting 
manner, recounted some of his experi-

He testi- 
fied of the good qualities of the Saints 
and their institutions, with whom he 
had become intimately acquainted 
during a long residence among them 
in Utah. He testified of the fact that 
the Gospel advocated by the Saints 
was the same system as was taught 
by Jesus and the ancient apostles, in 
their day. 
Elder Cope entered upon an ex- 
lanation of the principles of true 
hristianity, as set forth in the Scrip- 
tures. He showed that none of those 
doctrines could be omitted and the 
system of the Gospel remain complete. 
e contrasted the faith of the an- 
cients with that of the sectaries of 
to-day and exhorted the strangers 
present to examine carefully the 
claims of the Saints to having the 
ancient, pure Gospel restored. He 
spoke with assurance in relation to 
oseph Smith being a great prophet, 
concluding by stating that the Saints 
were not the wicked a they were 
as being. They 
were, like the Saints of former days, 
misrepresented on every hand. Even 
strangers, who did not believe in the 
religion of the Saints, who visited 
Utah spoke of their virtues. As an 
instance he referred to remarks made 
in a lecture he had heard recently, 
delivered by the Rev. Mr. Cooper, 
who said the Saints were pre-eminent 
for their peaceful and industrious

10 Sometimes the brethren get into ruts and grooves, traveling froth ‘town to 
town and village to village, visiting a brother here and a sister there, and 
passing along to. the next stopping place, without ever thinking of getting the 
people together. and preuching to them Where such has been the case it may 
require some shaking up, a little vigorous ‘enterprise, to move into another 
and more ‘spirited,’ consistent and lively Iine of Action’ We trust that no one 
will try to reason; himself into the sleepy, delusion that the more stirring 
course cannot be earried out in his pa ar field. Observation teaches us 
that when a person does not feel: disposed. to take ¢ certain course, be it ever 
‘so necessary, he need not go devoid of excuses. However, if an elder’ will 
seek for reasons to sustain him in acting consistently with. his calling, the 
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Spirit of the Lord will encourage him, and illumine his mind with ample 
reasons But if he be bent on seeking ‘apologies for negleet, the opposite 
spirit will make him an inventive genius in that direction. The individnal 
“who is always seeing lions in the way of his 
Wort, is not likely to make a great deal of headway. 

If an elder who is in the habit of seeing obstacles were 10 any, a I would 
Tike very well to carry out the plan of ‘holding week-night meetings 4s 

but I cannot see how it can be done, the Saints are so much
